1 . DECREE ISSUED LAST NIGHT BY PRESIDENT BALAGUER NAMING 
PORMER REAR ADMIRAL (NOW COMMODORE) RAMON EMILIO JIMENEZ, JR. 
AS SECRETARY OP STATE OP FOREIGN RELATIONS AND MAJ GENERAL 
ENRIQUE PEREZ Y PEREZ AS SECRETARY OP STATE OP INTERIOR AND 
POLICE COULD BE THE DENOUEMENT OP THE RECENT POLITICAL- 
MILITARY CISIS. ASSIGNMENTS POR THE TWO MILITARY LEADERS 
WERE KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN CONSIDERED BY THE PRESIDENT AND THERE 
WERE REPORTS OF RESISTANCE, OR RELUCTANCE, OF ONE OR BOTH OP 
THEM TO ACCEPT VARIOUS PROPOSALS. GENERAL BELIEP HERE WAS 
THAT RESOLUTION OP THE CRISIS WOULD DEPEND ON KINDS OP 
ASSIGNMENTS FOUND FOR JIMENEZ AND PEREZ Y PEREZ. 
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2. JIMENEZ HAD BEEN KNOWN TO BE WILLING TO ACCEPT A 
DIPLOMATIC ASSIGNMENT ABROAD. AMBASSADORSHIP TO LONDON HAD 
BEEN DISCUSSED. AS EOREIGN SECRETARY HE WILL ENJOY PRESTIGE 
ALMOST COMPARABLE TO THAT OF HIS EORMER POSITION. AT THE 
SAME TIME HE WILL BE REMOVED EROM THE ARENA OE MILITARY 
RIVALRIES. 

3. JIMENEZ IS KNOWN FOR HIS PRO-AMERICAN SYMPATHIES. HE 

IS A POLITICAL CONSERVATIVE AND A STRONG ANTI-COMMUNIST, 
OPPOSED TO LIFTING CUBAN SANCTIONS OR REESTABLISHING 
RELATIONS WITH CUBA. IN ANDY CASE, BECAUSE PRESIDENT 
BALAGUER RESERVES EOR HIMSELE ALL EOREIGN POLICY DECISIONS 
OE SUBSTANCE, THE CHANGE OE EOREIGN SECRETARIES SHOULD HAVE 
NO SIGNIEICANT EEEECT ON THIS COUNTRY'S FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

4. THIS IS PEREZ Y PEREZ' THIRD STINT AS SECRETARY OE 
STATE OE INTERIOR AND POLICE AND THE SECOND TIME HE HAS 
HELD IT WHILE HIS RIVAL NEIT NIVAR SEIJAS WAS CHIEE OE 
POLICE. POSITION OF INTERIOR SECRETARY IS UNDEMANDING 
SINCE PRINCIPAL ENTITIES IN THE MINISTRY, NOTABLY POLICE, 
ARCHIVES AND IMMIGRATION, REPORT DIRECTLY TO PRESIDENT. 
HOWEVER, THERE ARE OCCASIONS ON WHICH INTERIOR AND NATIONAL 
POLICE MUST CONSULT AND COOPERATE. BALAGUER MAY HAVE 
CALCULATED,BY HIS MOVE, TO EORCE PEREZ AND NIVAR TO WORK 
TOGETHER BUT PEREZ-NIVAR ANIMOSITY, NOW AT ITS HEIGHT, WILL 
MAKE RELATIONS DIEFICULT. WE BELEIVE NIVAR WILL CONTINUE 

TO ATTEMPT TO HARASS PEREZ Y PEREZ LOYALISTS IN AND OUT OE 
NATIONAL POLICE AND WE EXPECT PEREZ Y PEREZ TO USE HIS NEW 
CABINET POSITION AND HIS ACCESS TO PRESIDENT TO DEFEND HIS 
EOLLOWERS AND TO WORK EOR TERMINATION OE NIVAR'S ASSIGNMENT 
AS CHIEF OF POLICE. 

5. ALTHOUGH LAST TENSIONS OE POLITICAL CRISIS STEMMING 
EROM MILITARY RESIGNATIONS ARE NOW DISSOLVING, TROUBLESOM 
SITUATION WILL REMAIN WHILE NIVAR AND PEREZ. Y PEREZ HOLD 
THEIR CURRENT RESPECTIVE POSITIONS. PRESIDENT'S UNACCUSTOMED 
SPEED IN FINDING ASSIGNMENTS FOR JIMENEZ AND PEREZ Y PEREZ 
REDUCED DANGERS, HOWEVER. WHILE PEREZ Y PEREZ WAS WITHOUT 
ASSIGNMENT THERE WAS WIDESPREAD BET , IFF THAT HE WOULD 
EVENTUALLY RESORT TO VIOLENCE IN DEEENSE OF HIS FRIENDS. 
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6. AMONG THE LATEST CHANGES, BUT WITHOUT MAJOR SIGNIEICANCE, 
INTERIOR SECRETARY FERNANDO AMIAMA TIO MOVED OVER TO BE 
SECRETARY OE STATE OE LABOR AND ARTURO MUNIZ MARTE, THE 
EORMER INCUMBENT, JOINED, WITH VICTOR GOMEZ BERGES, THE LONG 
LIST OE SECRETARIES OE STATE WITHOUT PORTEOLIO AND WITH 
RESPONSIBILITIES YET TO BE DETERMINED.
